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THE AVERAGE HOMF DEMONSTRATION ARENT — 1946 


The average home demonstration agent was one of nearly 3,000 such 
agents working in 2,300 counties in the United States. Her Sosa was 
about %2,750 per year. She worked with a county agricultural agent and 
an Bosiatant county agricultural agent. She had no assistant home dem 
onstration agent, nor was there a 4-H Club agent in the county. 


This home demonstration geente ee >, O0OSrural families with whom 
to work. She organized 17 home demonstration clubs or groups, which 
averaged 23 members. Assisting her with this werk were 142 volunteer 
local leaders, who led 49 meetings without the agent being present, 


The home demonstration agent spent 170 days a year working with 
adults and 101 with youth; she spent 107 days in the office and 164 in 
the field. She used many different extension methods to reach rural 
homes and to relay information to them:- She made 283 home visits to 
180 different homes; received 486 calls at her office; made or received 
578 telephone calls; wrote &2 news stories; distributed 2,878 bulletins; 
prepared or made.6 radio.talks; held.12 leader-training meetings, 89 
method demonstration meetings, 7 result—demonstration meetings, and 31 
other meetings. She conducted one tour, held one achievement day. 


The home demonstration agent spent her time on a wide variety of 
subject-matter fields: 


Out of 271 working days, she spent 


72 days on nutrition and: health 
33 on clothing and textiles 
32 on housing and equipment 
15 on recreation and community life 
12 on. home management and family economics 
12 on agricultural subject matter 
& on marketing and distribution 
6 on family relationships and development. 


She spent 47 cays on extension organization. and planning, and 2 on 
county agricultural planning. ; 


Of the 4,800. rural Poades farm and nonfarm, in her county, the 
home demonstration agent Pee igrenced 1,030 of them to change practices 
in 1946. Of these, 670 were farm hantee and 360 were other homes. 
Among the practices with which the home demonstration agent gave assist— 
ance to the most rural homes were: Food preservation practices, changes 
in home food production, improving diets, food preparation, clothing 
construction, selection of clothing and textiles, care, renovation, and 
remodeling of clothing, consumer—buying, removing fire Se accident 
hazards, screening or using other insect-control methods, and improving 
housekeeping methods.
